Claim 13 has been amended to read ~ 

A bicycle sprocket adapted to rotate around a rotational axis, wherein the 
sprocket comprises: 
a sprocket body; 

a plurality of teeth extending radially outwardly from the sprocket body and 
dimensioned to engage a bicycle chain; 

a radially inwardly extending spline in the form of a projection extending radially 
inwardly from the sprocket body, wherein the radially inwardly extending spline has a 
root portion and a radially inner portion, wherein the root portion extends radially 
inwardly of the sprocket body and has a side wall facing in a direction of operating 
rotation of the sprocket body, and wherein the radially inner portion extends radially 
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inwardly of the root portion and has a side wall facing in the direction of operating 
rotation of the sprocket body; 

wherein the root portion of the radially inwardly extending spline originates from 
and extends radially inwardly from an innermost peripheral surface of the sprocket body 
that forms an a circumferentially adjacent radially outwardly extending spline in the form 
of a slot, wherein the radially inwardly extending spline terminates in a radially inwardly 
facing free end; 

wherein a thickness of the radially inner portion of the radially inwardly extending 
spline in a direction parallel to the rotational axis is greater than a thickness of the root 
portion of the radially inwardly extending spline in a direction parallel to the rotational 
axis; and 

wherein the radially inner portion has a radially outer surface facing a radially 
inner surface of the sprocket body. ~
